When the 
bloody ghost of slavery rises, I say, “Shake 
your gory locks at me; { didit.” I accept the 
situation. I fight not against the logic of events 
or the decrees of Providence. I expected it, 
sir, and I meet it half-way. I am fortniversal 
suffrage. 1 bid it “all hail!” “all hail!” 


Four million people set free! What will pro- 
tect them ? e ballot. What alone will 
ive usa ful and harmonious South? The 


allot to all. What will quench the fires of 
discord, give us back all the States, a restored 
Union, and make us one people? The ballot, 
and thatalone. Isthere no other way? None 
other under the sun. There is no other sal- 


vation. : 
Senators, go to the country with it. Write 
it upon the sky. Inscribe it upon your ban- 


ners, and hang them on the outer walls. It is 
the flaming symbol of victory. Sir, tell me not 
that “the people will vote us down on this pro- 
position.” Address that argument to cowards. 
‘With the free and the brave it avails nothing.” 
You give the ‘white rebel the right to tax the 
loyal freedman, and to impose whatever bur- 
dens he pleases upon him, and you call that 
freedom. 

Liberty without equality is no boon. Talk 
not to me of civil without political emancipa- 
tion! It is the technical coding of the law- 
yer; it is not the onlaaal view of the states- 
man. If aman has no vote for the men and 
the measures which tax himself, his family and 
his property and all which determine his repu- 
tation, that man is still a slave. You say that 
the citizen may have all his rights, to testify in 
courts, to enforce contracts, to acquire and dis- 
pose of property ; but he shall not have his most 
essential right, the right to vote, because, you 
say, the right to vote is not a natural or acivil 
right, but a political right. Suppose that is 
true; what of it? It is a distinction without a 
difference. It is a special plea, and too narrow 
for statesmanship. The only way togive effect 
to your constitutionel amendment—the only 
practical way—is to exercise the power which 
you have to secure every right, natural, civil, 
political to all the people. 

I here positively deny that we can give ef- 
fect to the constitutional amendment giving 
freedom to the slave, and yet debar him of the 
vnly weapon with which he can protect himself 
in that freedom. Emancipation, in the light 
of our government, means not only the break- 
ing of the chains of slavery, not only destroy- 
ing the status of the slave, but it means confer- 
ring upon him every right which every Amer- 
ican citizen enjoys. The legislation which se- 
cures the ballot is the only “appropriate” leg- 
islation. Your Freedmen’s Bureaus are well 
enough as a temporary measure; but if you 
will give the freedman the ballot, he needs no 
such law. Give him equality, in fact, the law 
will follow. The laws as they are for all other 
ponee will be all he needs. Give him the bal- 
ot, and he will become an identified element 
in society, and the politicians who now jeer and 
deride him, who point to his infirmities, will 
pander to him, and he will become self-sustain- 
ing. 

Sir, the ballot will finish the negro question ; 
it will settle everything connected with this 
question. Give the freedman the ballot, and 
we need no Freedmen’s Bureau, we need no 
military regime, we need no vast expenditures, 
we need no standing army. The ballot will be 
his standing army. The ballot is the cheap and 
impregnable fortress of liberty. I may be par- 
doned for quoting the oft-quoted stanza :— 

‘‘There is a weapon surer yet 
And better than the ba sama: 
A weapon that comes down as still 
As snow-fiakes fall upon the sod, 
And executes a freeman’s will 
As lightning does the will of God; 
A weapon that no bolts nor locks 
Can bar—it is the ballot-box.”’ 

The ballot will lead the freedman over the 
Red sea of our troubles. It will be the brazen 
serpent, upon which he can look and live. It 
will be his pillar of cloud by day and his pillar 
of fire by night. It will lead him to Pisgah’s 
shining height, and across Jordan’s stormy 
waves, to Canaan's fair and happy land. Sir, 
the ballot is the freedman’s Moses. So far as 
man is concerned, I might say that Mr. Lincoln 
was the Moses of the freedman; but whoever 
shall be the truest friend of human freedom, 
whoever shall write his name highest upon the 
horizon of public vision as the friend of human 
liberty, that man—and I hope it may be the 
present President of the United States—will 
be the Joshua'to lead the people into the land 
of deliverance.

The world has deen moving of late so 
rapid, and so many new, gim-crack inventions 
have been put in motion, that mechanics are 
not what they used to be. An olf-fashioned 
artisan of a century ago, who should now re- 
visit the glimpses of the moon would be lost in 
wonder and amazement, and would hardly re- 
cognize the trade he was bred to, or the sho 
that gave him employment. But not so the 
cobbler. 

While inventors have been inventing, the 
ancient crafts have moved right on unper- 
turbed and unchanged. The world may boil 
and seethe around the cobbler, yet there he sits 
in the old nook, on the same quaint, old-fash- 
ioned bench, with its many compartments, 
beating his tattoo on the same primitive lap- 
stone in use before the flood, plying the same 
waxed-end tipped with bristle as of yore, peg- 
ging away with an awl, of which the memory 
of man runneth not to the contrary ; each and 
all, man, tools and surroundings immemorial, 
and predelugeite. The tub of water, the lit- 
ter, the cast-off shoes, the lasts, the straps, the 
pegs, the paste, the pointed knives, and the 
wax, are all there, just as in the days of that 
famous Caliph of old, Haroun Alraschid, who 
found so much enjoyment in the society of the 
industrious and chatty cobbler. And as is the 
surroundings, so is the cobbler himself, un- 
changing and unchanged. He belongs to a 
peculiar class. 

He looks at life from a peculiar standpoint. 
He observes daily the outgoings and incomings 
of the people, and learneth wisdom. Mankind 
he divides into two great general classes—those 
who make the journey of life on ‘the square, 
and those who tread it over. He distinguishes 
at a glance between the mere foibles of the 
youthful and thoughtless, who wear at the toes, 
and thus come to grief and the cobbler, and 
the chronic defects of those more mature, who 
are continually running down at the side or 
at the heel. He early discerns the end to 
which the steps of his customers are tending, 
and plies art and nails to correct such wayward 
tendencies. His is a bench from which many 
a wise saw and modern instance is wont to is- 
sue. He is convivial and social, and crones 
gather around him and listen to his words of 
wisdom. 

The cobbler is a mighty power in his own 
precinct. He is charged with all the mysteri- 
ous secrets of the vicinage. He is emboldened 
by his position and calling to discuss grave and 

rtentous matters. The oracles of the neigh- 

rhood gather about him and do him homage. 
His fire giveth out a goodly heat, and his dis- 
course is of things pertinent to the times, the 
place and the seasons. Great moral and pol- 
itical questions he reasoneth upon, and what is 
dubious and uncertain he scarcheth out and 
maketh bare, even as he maketh bare the rents 
in the work before him. His sedentary habits 
lead him to reflection. He is e to philoso- 
phize over his work, and moralize on the vanity 
of human wishes as seen around him ; sees and 
appreciates the instability of all things sublu- 
nary, and hence, though light and gay in his 
daily conversation, he is yet at heart grave and 
serious, and takes hold of the great moral ques- 
tions of the day, and bammers them out to 
their just conclusions with the same unflinching 
fidelity that he hammers down his leather to
